3. In response to the amendment to the tile, the previous objection to the title is withdraw. 

4. In response to the amendment to claims 15,23,24,25,26 to overcome the previous 35 USC 
1 12 rejection, the previous rejections to these claims under 35 USC 1 12 are withdrawn. 

5. In response to Applicant's claim to domestic priority to application no. 09/540,828 and 
application no. 09/224,701 (patent 6,061,274) the previous prior art rejections to the claims under 
6,061,274 are withdrawn since the claim to priority eliminates the 6,061,274 as being prior art. 
Accordingly, all claims are now allowable.

receive the message; 

encapsulating the message payload of the descriptor into a packet, such packet 
comprising: 

a header, such header including: a source portion indicating the transmitting 
director; a destination portion indicating the receiving director; 
the message payload; 
transmitting the packet to the director(s) through the network; 
decoding the destination portion of the packet to route the packet to the receiving 
director. 

12. Claims 5,6,24 are also allowable for incorporating the limitation of claim 4, and further 
limitations. 

13. As to claim 7 the prior art of record does not teach a method of transferring data 
comprising: 

determining that action is requested by a receiving director; 
preparing, in one of the directors, a message to be sent to a receiving director(s); 
building a descriptor comprising a command field indicating the receiving director(s) to 
receive the message; 

storing the descriptor in a memory; 
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increment a pointer or counter each time a descriptor is ready to be retrieved; 
retrieving the stored descriptor from the memory; 

encapsulating the message payload of the descriptor into a packet, such packet 
comprising: 

a header, such header including: a source portion indicating the transmitting 
director; a destination portion indicating the receiving director; 
the message payload; 
transmitting the packet to the director(s) through the netw^ork; 

decoding the destination portion of the packet to route the packet to the receiving director 

14. Claims 8-14,25 are also allow^able for incorporating the limitation of claim 7, and further 
limitations. 

15. As to claims 1 5 the prior art of record does not teach a method of transferring data 
comprising: 

determining that data requested for transfer is unavailable in the cache; 
preparing, in one of the directors, a message to be sent to a receiving director(s); 
building a descriptor comprising a command field indicating the receiving director(s) to 
receive the message; 

storing the descriptor in a memory; 

increment a pointer or counter each time a descriptor is ready to be retrieved; 
retrieving the stored descriptor from the memory ; 
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decrementing the pointer or counter when the descriptor is retrieved form the memory ; 
encapsulating the message payload of the descriptor into a packet, such packet 
comprising: 

a header, such header including: a source portion indicating the transmitting 
director; a destination portion indicating the receiving director; 
the message payload; 
transmitting the packet to the director(s) through the network; 

decoding the destination portion of the packet to route the packet to the receiving director 

16. Claims 16-22,26 are also allowable for incorporating the limitation of claim 15, and 
further limitations..
